UNITED FOR REFORM 


The only way to make reform effective is to formulate its 


scope and give purpose a definite shape. Otherwise affirma- 
tive action is frustrated hy diversity of opinions and a mul- 
titude of plans having the same end in view, some reason- 
able and some unreasonable, some impracticable and others 
practicable. Hence it is necessary to unite on some plan of, 
action and stick to it, ff confusion and disorganization are 
not to result. 


The fight to correct the saloon evil is an example in point. 


We have set out to do something definite. Let us do that 
without stopping to discuss other things and to debate prop-

That is the case 
aeie. Foituiutle!> tiie foices enlisted in Uiv movement lo 
reform the retail liquor traffic have shown a reasonable 
spirit in yielding extreme views without compromising 
either principle or purpose. 


But attempts are being made to take advantage of this 


spirit of moderation. Commissioner Turner's abortive plan 
is an example. It is a rank subterfuge. Its pretense is as 
insincere as its provisions are unsatisfactory. It proposes to 
reform the saloons in the interest of the saloons. It is of- 
fering the people a stone instead of the bread they demand. 
As a measure of reform it is a cheat. It is beneath contempt. 
It will please nobody but the saloonkeepers, and will totally 
fail in remedying the conditions which provoked an outburst 
of popular indignation. Its purpose is to do as little as can 
be done toward correcting the evils complained of. 


The definite plan of reform outlined in the beginning has 


been agreed upon substantially by all the civic and social 
organizations in the city. It should net be debated from 
now. No portion of the ground gained should be surrendered.

AT ONCE. 


Suggestions that they be allowed to continue there a while 


longer should not be listeeed to. When the licenses for the 
present quarter expire they should be required to close up. 


Decreasing the number of saloons to 200 and increasing 


the license from §500 to S1000 a year should take effect in 
the immediate future. It should not be a deferred reform— 
a mere promise to better conditions hereafter. The reduc- 
tioa will enable the officials to weed out the very class of 
saloons which should be got rid of at all hazards—the class 
that is responsible for most of the abuses and scandals which 
have angered and disgusted the public. Raising the license 
will not increase or decrease the revenue derived from liquor 
licenses. Therefore it compromises no principle and imposes 
no new burden on the taxpayers. The two propositions go to- 
gether and operate to achieve the moral results which are so 
desirable and necessary to the social health of the com- 
munity. 


There is nothing unreasonable or unjust in this program. 


It is entirely practicable. 8'irely one saloon for every 900 in- 
habitants. The ratio of saloons should not be increased at 
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A plethora of saloons is a prolific source of disorder and cor- 
ruption. By limiting the number within reasonable bounds 
the moral atmosphere will be purified and the retail liquor 
business placed on a more respectable and orderly basis. 
Ibis will be vastly better both for the community and for 
the men who carry on their business legitimately, obeying 
the law and complying with the police regulations. 


So when the demands of the Civic League and the other 


social and civic organizations come to be examined in the 
tight of a practical working reform, they are seen to be mod- 
erate and efficacious. It would be hardly possible to devise 
a scheme of civic betterment that will accomplish beneficial 
resets cf a far-reaching character with so little disturbance. 


It is a tribute to the good sense and the fair spirit of the 


community that it has been possible to unite on a program 
embodying so much practical wisdom and support it with 
such good temper and toleration.

As an afternoon is now 
given in the East it has been found 
best to have smaller prizes, one for 
each table, and then play with a ^time 
limit, that is, up to a certain hour, 
stopping promptly at that time and 
taking what has been scored, even on 
an unfinished rubber. In a mixed 
company there are players who play 
at top speed, and there are always 
the laggards who stretch one's pa- 
tience to the utmost 


It Is not satisfactory for players to 


stop for refreshments and then 
re- 


turn to the tables, for the poor hos- 
tess has to remain at her post some- 
times till long after dark. It is per- 
fectly fair when there is a prize for 
each table to insist or. all the players 
stopping at the required time, 
and 


for those who have the highest scores 
to therefore receive the prize- 


There seems to be continued ob- 


jection to the playing of "Xullos" out j

East are rapidly adding a knowledge [ 
of "nulles" to their "auction" equip- I 
ment. One of the best auction play- 
ers in America writes of "nullos:" 


"The old complaint that 'auction is

And after you 


have used them, you miss them aw- 
fully If you are forced to play without 
them. Just as you missed the new 
count (after you grew accustomed to 
it), if you were forced to play

some old fogie who didn't want

learn it." 


And nullos are beautiful flag fliers, 


they enable even a pair of partners 
who haven't an ace or face between 
them to get into the game and to save 
rubber,
